COST OF LIVING 
INDEX ADVANCED 
0.1 PCT. IN JULY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP) 
— Higher food prices, attributed 
mainly to drouth conditions, 
sent the Government’s living 
cost index up one tenth of 1 per 
cent in July. It was the third 


straight month of rising costs 
and will mean a penny-an-hour 
pay boost for about 1,000,000 


craft and farm equipment indus- 
tries. 

The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics reported today that its in- 
dex for July was 115.2 per cent 
of the 1947-49 living cost aver- 
age. This is just two tenths of 
a point under the record reached 
last October. 

Workers who will get an au- 
tomatic pay rise have union con- 
tracts tied to the index. These 
workers took a cut of a penny 
an hour last April because of 
living cost declines. 

The BLS said higher prices 
for fresh fruits and vegetables, 
owing to dry weather in the East 
and Midwest, caused the July 
living cost rise.

—A new White House automo- 
bile, with the rear half of the 
top made of transparent plastic 
like a turret-gunner’s bubble,“ 
was used for the first time by 
President Eisenhower here yes-

It is a black Lincoln, designed 
specially for his use in public 
appearances, and affords a full 
view of him while protecting 
him from foul weather. The top 
slides back, permitting him to 
stand and turn freely when on 
parade. He stood much of the 
time as he traveled from the 
airport to the Govenor’s man- 
sion, and again on the ride to 
the state fairgrounds where he 
spoke.

OPPENHEIMER 
CASE BLOCKS TOP 
08 APPOINTMENT 


Trevor Gardner, Named 
Assistant Air Secre- 
tary, Said to Have In- 
terceded for Scientist.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—The 
confirmation of Trevor Gardner 
of California as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Air Forte was 
blocked in the Senate because 
he allegedly interceded with a 
member of the Gray security 
board on behalf of Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, atomic scientist. 

This became known yesterday 
despite a veil of secrecy that 
surrounds what Washington offi- 
cials describe as a delicate and 
sensitive affair. 

Gardner is now assistant to the 
Secretary of the Air Force in 
charge of research and develop- 
ment. On Monday, presumably 
after a complete examination of 
the record, the White House 
nominated him to the $15,000-a- 
year post of Assistant Secretary. 

Knowland’s Move. 


Wednesday, for a reason which 
was not disclosed at the time, 
Senate floor leader William F.

Measure Extends Cover- 
age to More Than 
10,000,000 — Con- 
gress Driving Toward 
Adjournment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP)

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (UP) 
—A Senate-House conference 
committee cleared the way for 
congressional adjournment late 
today or tonight by agreeing on 
a bill to expand sotial security. 

Soon afterwara, the Senate, 
ignoring administration protests, 
passed and sent to the House 
a bill to grant a 5 per cent pay 
rise to all postal and classified 
civil service workers. 

The vote was 69 to 4 with 
only Senate Republican leader 
William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, and Republican Sena- 
tors Andrew F. Schoeppel of 
Kansas, Francis Case of South 
Dakota and John J. Williams of 
Delaware voting with the Ad- 
ministration. Thirty-one Repub- 
licans, 37 Democrats and Sen- 
ator Wayne L. Morse (Ind.), 
Oregon, voted for the pay fise 
‘for more than 1,500,000 federal 
workers. 

Just before that Knowland 
had tried to amend the bill to 
substitute a bill to combine a 
smaller pay rise with an in- 
crease in postal rates. That was 
defeated 55 to 16. Those sup- 
porting Knowland were Repub- 
licans but 17 other Republicans, 
37 Democrats and Senator 
Morse combined to defeat his 
move. 

Warning by Knowland. 

Knowland had warned that 
President Eisenhower might 
veto the pay rise if an inerease 
in postal rates did not help off - 
set the additional cost.

PRESIDENT Hl 
AT RELUCTANCE 
OF FRANCE, ITALY 
10 APPROVE PACT 


Gives Congress Report 
of Foreign Aid, Tells 
of Pouring 6 Billion 
Into West Europe 
Since 1949. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (UP) 
President Eisenhower warned 
today that failure of France and 
Italy ta ratify the European 
army plan poses a “serious” ob- 
stacle to the “adequate” defense 
of western Europe. 

He said the United States has 
poured more than six billion 
dollars into western Europe for 
fighting equipment since 1949. 
This -has heiped to provide a 


better defense now than at any 
time since the end of World 
War II, he said. 

But the President deplored 
French and Italian reluctance to 
ratify the European Defense

The social security conferees 
reached agreement shortly after 
Senator Knowland conferred at 
breakfast with President Eisen- 
hower and gave him a final fill- 
in on the congressional situation. 

Terms of Compromise. 

The compromise will provide 
for an increase in benefits for 
persons now on the rolls, as well 
as those who go on in the fu- 
ture. The increases will range 
from a minimum of $5 a month 
to a maximum of $23.50. 

The first checks reflecting the 
increases will go out in late 
September and will be in the 
hands of persons now on the 
rolis in early October. The in- 
creases will be automatic; per- 
sons now on the rolls will not 
have to make application to the 
Government for the increases. 

Under the measure, many per- 
sons will pay increased social 
security taxes beginning Jan. 1. 
Employes 4g employers will 
pay the 2 per cent social securi- 
ty tax on the first $4200 of an 
employe’s annual income, com- 
pared with present $3600 so- 
cial security Avage base.

“The EDC offers the best so- 
lution for the difficult problem 
of integrating German armed 
forces into the European de- 
fense system,” the President 
stated. “No measures to deferid 
free Europe from Soviet aggres- 
sion can be fully effective with- 
out German participation.” 

The foreign aid report said 
the intensity of Communist at- 
tacks on any move toward free 
world solidarity “is the surest 
proof of the worth and effec- 
tiveness of our mutual security 
measures.” 

It added that the foreign aid 
programs “have helped to bind 
the free world nations together 
in pursuit of the common goals 
of freedom and economic and 
social progress.” 

The report said the first six 
months of this year were marked 
by “important gains and impor- 
tant setbacks” in the mutual se- 
curity effort. Among the set- 
backs listed were the Communist 
victories in Indochina and fail- 
ure to win EDC ratification. 

Progress by NATO. 

On the credit side, the report 
said “the NATO nations went 
steadily forward with their plans 
to defend the area against 
Soviet military expansion.“ It 
claimed the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization 
forces are now so trong they 
cannot be overrun by a surprise 
attack. 

“An aggressive assault from 
the East could not be launched 
without extensive preparatory 
measures which would allow 
time for mobilization of defense 
forces in the European area,” 
the report said. 3

The Spaak proposals are based 
on the idea that France must 
first ratify the European 
treaty in its present form and 
that the others will agree to 
talk about changes later. Men- 
des-France flatly said he can- 
not get the French parliament 
to approve the treaty in its 
present form. ' 

Two long sessions of the for- 
eign ministers yesterday con- 
firmed the two hostile points of 
view. 

At best, the conference proms 
ised a bad setback for Western 
policy. Led by the United States 
and Britain, all the allies except 
France have united in deeming 
West Germany’s speedy military 
contribution essential to their 
defense against the threat of 
Communist aggression. EDC was 
designed as the safest way to 
put the West Germans back into 
uniform and at the same time 
guard against a revival of the 
German militarism which pro- 
duced two world wars. 

Wind-up Due Tonight. 

Spaak’s proposal would per- 
mit a face-saving end to the

EVANSTON, IIL, Aug. 20 (AP) 
resident Eisenhower, addres- 
sing the World Council of 
Churches yesterday, called for 
a campaign for “a just and 
lasting peace.” 

He told the 1500 representa- 
tives of 163 denominations in 
48 countries, who are in the 
midst of a 17-day conference: 


„1 believe that you spiritual 
leaders of a great world organi- 
gation, together with your breth- 
ren of other faiths, can lead the 


way. 

“The goal should be nothing 
short of inviting every single 
person in every single country 
of the world who believes in 
the power of a Supreme Being 
to join in a mighty, simultane- 
ous, intense act of faith. 

“That act of faith might take 
the form of a personal prayer 
by hundreds upon hundreds of 
millions delivered simultaneous- 
Jy and fervently for the devo- 
tion, wisdom and stamina to 
work unceasingly for a just and 
lastin ace.“ 

‘Cause — Peace Needs God.“ 
. “The cause of peace needs 
God.“ he said. “You... can. 
lend the way.” 

The President said it is “the 
epirit and mind of man dedicated 
to-justice and right,” rather than 
guns and bombs, that can “in 
the long term, enable us to live 
in the confident tranquillity that 
should be every man’s heritage.” 
. Spectators who had been lis- 
tening in the sort of rapt silence 
that prevails at prayer meetings 
broke into applause. 

The President addressed a 

multitude of 18,000 men, women 
and children who sat or stood 
in Northwestern University’s 
Deering meadow.

Arresting Gear System Installed 


Carrier Planes 


Cables Put at Each End of 3 Runways for 


Emergency Use by Ship-Based Air- 


craft — Cost $300,000. 


An arresting gear system of 
the type used on aircraft car- 
riers was put in operation at 
Lambert-St. Louls Field today 
with a demonstration landing 
before a group which included 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 

The gear, installed by McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. at a cost of 
about $300,000, consists of a 
heavy steel cable wound on two 
underground drums near each 
end of the three runways. A 
portion of the cable is stretched 
between two across the 
runway surface when the equip- 
ment is not in use. 

When the control tower is 
otified of an emergency land- 
ing to be made by a plane that 
has a tail hook— normal equip- 
ment for all planes which may 
make carrier landings — the 
cable is raised by remote con- 
trol a few inches above the 
surface of the runway to be 
used. Tue pilot lowers his tail 
hook and, when it engages the 
cable, the plane is stopped by 
the cable paying out under ten- 


sions from the drums. 

The installation was approved 
by the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration. Even if the cables 
are raised inadvertently, com- 
pany spokesmen said, they could 
cause no difficulty with planes 
landing or taking off. They are 
so low, the spokesmen said, that 
wheels of even light planes 
would pass over the cable with- 
out difficulty. 

Tests of the arresting gear 
have been underway for several 
weeks, following completion of 
the installation work. The dem- 
onstration landing today was by 
an F-2H-3 Banshee flown by a 
McDonnell test pilot. 

The arresting gear is expected 
to be especially useful where 
planes have lost hydraulic 
pressure, making brakes and 
flaps inoperative. Airport Man- 
ager David E. Leigh said dam- 
age could have been prevented 
in the case of at least two 
transient Navy or Marine .air- 
craft which landed under such 
conditions at the field in the 
past year.

Frank Maritote Says He 

‘Figured’ He Would 
Be Questioned in 
Gang Murder.

CHICAGO, Aug. 20 — Frank 
Maritote, brother-in-law of Al 
Capone, was held today by Chi- 
cago police for questioning in 
the gangland killing Wednesday 
night of Charles (Cherry Nose) 
Gioe, notorious gangster of the 
Capone syndicate. 

Maritote, formerly a body- 
guard for Capone, denied any 
knowledge of how Gioe was 
killed. “I suppose I'll be picked 
up every time somebody gets 
bumped off,” Maritote said. “I 
figured I'd be questioned about 
this. I don’t know anything 
about this business. It’s been 
six months, at least, since I last 
saw Gioe.” 

Gioe, Sicilian-born hoodlum, 
52 years old, was found in an 
automobile half a block from 
Angelo’s restaurant, in which 
he was reported to have owned 
a half interest. He had been 
shot five times. The ignition 
keys of the car were in his 
hand, 

One theory advanced by n- 
vestigators in the killing of Gioe 
was that he had been talking 
too much about income taxes, 
narcotics peddling and gam- 
bling. 

Gioe had been talking, investi- 
gators said, because he knew 
that immigration officials 
planned to deport him to Pa- 
lermo, Sicily. Immigration au- 
thorities had discovered that 
Gioe had falsely claimed to be 
Native born, while actually he 
was brought to this country at 
the age of six months by his 
parents.

T HE possibility of an anti-Communist vote in the “free” 


by July 1956 is being discussed in Washington with a certain 


amount of cautious optimism. 


The usual reply to questions has been that it is too early 
to say or that the Communist-led Vietminh would win a free 
election hands down. Up until the time of the Geneva cease-fire 
agreement on Indochina, Americans familiar with conditions in 
the country have estimated that the Vietminh would capture up 


to 80 per cent of the vote. 


This estimate was predicated 
on the theory that Viet Namese 
would vote for the Communist 
in the belief that * were vot- 
ing for nationalism and against 
French colonialism. Viet Namese 
generally regard Ho Chi-minh, 
the Communist leader, as an 
anti-colonialist rather than a 
Communist. 

It is unfortunate for the West 
that Ho is the only native leader 
of genuine stature in Viet Nam. 
Chief of State Bao Dai is a clev- 
er politician but is too close to 
the French to have the confi- 
dence of the Viet Namese. He 
has, moreover, achieved a cer- 
tain power in Viet Nam by play- 
ing off the Tonkinese in the 
north against the Cochin Chi- 
nese in the south, and not by 
attempting to unify the country. 

This natural division of the 
populace may turn out to be a 
factor favorable to the West. 
South Viet Nam tends to regard 
the north as too aggressive and 
bustling, while the north looks 
on the south as lazy and com- 
placent. The major nationalist 
strength was in the north. 
majority of Viet Namese dislike 
the Chinese. Evidence of Chi- 
nese influence in the country 
could react in favor of the West. 

Now that the cease-fire has 
taken effect throughout . Viet 
Nam and the agreed-upon evac- 
uation of refugees from the 
north is under way, new as- 
sessments of the situation are 
being made.

Patents and the Atom 
To the Editor of the Post;Dispatch: 

In your quest for a greater under- 
standing of the atomic patent prob- 
lem, it may interest you to know that 
patent pools and cross-licensing are 
not at all uncommon in the technico- 
Jogical industries. 

The complicated processes used by 

industries often consist of 


and development personne! of many 
companies and universities. 

In these situations it is impossible 
for any single company to operate a 
complete process without i 
upon the patents of several others. 
Patent pools consisting of all the per- 
tinent patents of the co-operating 
firms and individuals are a useful 
solution to this dilemma. 

The pools enable the participants 
to share in the knowledge of the 
group. Moreover, the pools provide 
a means for outsiders to enteg the 
particular industry. Without the 
promise of protection, such as af- 
forded by strong patents, industrial 
organizations could not afford to risk 
the great sums of money r to 
finance the discovery and the devel- 
opment of complex technical proces- 
ses. 


The production of cortisone, sulfa- 

thiazole, and vitamin C are important, 
popular examples of patent pools in 

the chemical industry with which I 
am familiar. In the case of cortisone, 
for example, the first industrial 
process involved some 28 consecutive 
steps. 
These 28 chemical conversions had 
been discovered by many different 
individuals, academic and industrial, 
citizens of the United States and of 
foreign countries. Many of them 
were covered by patents. 

At the time, all of the steps were 
essential and any one of them could 
have been considered basic and com- 
manding. With such a complicated 
process, no single company could pos- 
sibly have produced cortisone with- 
out using the discoveries of others. 


ithout strong patents, cin of the 
companies who contributed important 
steps but who did not actually manu- 
facture cortisone themselves, could 
not have benefited from their con- 
tributions. .

I would expect a successful atomic 
power plant to be more complicated 
than the manufacture of cortisone. 
In view of the disclosed history of 
atomic weapons development and es- 


sibilities available, I strongly ques- 
tion any testimony that any patent 
could be so basic as to dominate and 
monopolize the electric power indus- 


try. 4 

It is important to note that the 
actual cost of producing electrical 
power ‘constitutes only about 20 
per cent of your electric bill. Con- 
sidering the limitations that distribu- 
tion facilities place on any electric 
company’s market, it is impossible 
for me to imagine that any company 
could monopolize the ind 

Indeed, the «Bb as of atomic 
technology and the limitations on dis- 
tribution facilities will make a 
pools or cross-licensing imperative if 
industrial firms are to have any hope 
of recovering their heavy investment 
in research and development. 

Patents are the most practical way 
of protecting those who take great

Nel Breath Test 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 
AN one pass the police alcohol-breath test by first chew- 
ing chlorophyll gum to banish “alcohol breath“? 
The idea that this is possible has been bothering 


some drivers who drink. Drs. Leon A. Greenberg and 
David Lester of the Yale University Laboratory of Applied 
Physiology decided it was high time to find out the facts 
about breath deodorization versus breath-alcohol tests. 

They were spurred on by a report last year that sodium 
potassium copper chlorophyllin toned down the typical 
breath odor that exists after drinking beer. This report 
was based on a test in which a panel of judges with sensi- 
tive sniffers made notes on the breath odors of a group of 
persons before and after drinking beer and be and 
after taking chlorophyllin. These beer-breath ers pre- 
sumably were as expert in picking up that odor as are the 
tea tasters and wine connoisseurs at tasting. .

BREATH-ALCOHOL TESTS have become important in 
the conviction of those caught driving while intoxicated. 
Dsus. Lester and Greenberg thought it worthwhile to find 
out if chlorophyllin gum or pills could really cheat the 
tests. 

They used eight men, divided into two groups. Each 
man in the first group drank five ounces of 100-proof bour- 
bon whisky. Thep blood and breath analyses were made 
q at intervals. This was repeated another day after the men 

had drunk the whisky and then taken chlorophyllin pills. 

The second group of four men ran through the same 
test except that they chewed chlorophyllin gum, instead 

“ of swallowing pills. Also, each man in the second group 
drank 24 ounces of beer instead of the whisky, | 

The pills didn't affect either the blood-alcohol amounts 
or the breath-alcohol tests. The gum, containing sodium 
potassium copper chlorophyllin, didn’t affect the breath- 
alcohol test in any way. 

The tests showed that neither deodorizing pills nor 
chewing gum made the slightest difference in breath-alcohol 
tests, even poe the breath odor might -have nom les$-
